Our Mother, Our Queen and Our Mediatrix 


P S Mother of Jesus, thery fulfills in our regard the 


threefold office of Mother, Queen, and Mediatrix. 
The last legacy of Jesus to mankind as He hung 
in His death agony on the Cross was His dearest 
Mother. He gave her to us in the person of St. 
John, that she might exercise toward us the same 
maternal care and solicitude as she had exercised 
toward Him during His earthly life. When the days of her earthly 
pilgrimage were ended, Jesus took His Blessed Mother to heaven and 
seated her at His right hand, to reign with Him forever as Queen of 
heaven and earth. And as a natural concomitant to the office of Mother 
and Queen, Mary assumes also the office of Mediatrix; for what mother 
is not ever seeking favors for her children, or what queen devoted 
to the interests of her subjects is not always interceding with the 
king in behalf of her beloved clients? 

That Mary has never failed in the perfect fulfilment of this triple 
office, every true child of the Church will aver. With St. Bernard, all 
Catholic hearts exclaim: “Remember, O most gracious Virgin Mary, 
that never was it known that anyone who fled to thy protection (as 
Mother), implored thy help (as Queen) or sought thy intercession 
(as Mediatrix), was left unaided.” 

Little wonder, then, that our spiritual leaders have at all times 
urged us to fly to the patronage of Mary, especially in times of trial 
and affliction such as now weigh upon the world. More than this, our 
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present- Holy Father, Pope Pius XII, recently consecrated the whole 
world to the Immaculate Heart of Mary, in compliance with the wish 
expressed by Our Lady during her third apparition at Fatima, Portugal, 
when she appeared on the 13th day of six successive months during 
the world war of 1917. Clearly Mary affirmed that the afflictions which 
were then being visited upon the world were a punishment for sin, 
and added that if the people did not amend their lives and do penance, 
still greater evi!s would come upon the world. 

At her third apparition, on July 13, 1917, she declared: “To save 
souls, the Lord desires that devotion to my Immaculate Heart be 
established in the world. If what I tell you is done, many souls will 
be saved and there will be peace; the war will end. But if they do 
not cease to offend the Lord, not much time will elapse, and precisely 
during the next Pontificate, another and more terrible one will com- 
mence. When a night illumined by an unknown light is seen, know 
that that is the signal God gives you that the castigation of the world 
for its many transgressions is at hand, through war, famine and per- 
secutions of the Church and the Holy Father. To prevent this I ask 
the consecration of the world to my Immaculate Heart, and Commun- 
ion in reparation on the first Saturday of each month. 

“If my requests are heard, Russia will be converted and there 
will be peace. Otherwise, great errors will be spread through the 
world, giving rise to wars and persecutions against the Church; the 
good will suffer martyrdom, and the Holy Father will have to suffer 
much; different nations will be destroyed; but, in the end, my Immacu- 
late Heart will triumph and an era of peace will be conceded to 
humanity.” 

At the time of Our Lady’s apparitions at Fatima, in 1917, Portugal 
was in a sad state of religious and moral decay. The Church was 
undergoing persecution, family life was decadent, faith had grown 
weak in many souls, the youths of the land were sadly lacking in 
religious and moral training. Then occurred the marvelous events at 
Fatima, which resulted in a complete resurgence of spiritual life. 
Again, in 1923, when the Spanish Revolution threatened to engulf 
also the neighboring country of Portugal, the bishops of that country 
made a vow to Our Lady of Fatima that they would conduct a national 
pilgrimage to her shrine if she would avert this great disaster from 
the nation. Like a frail barque, sailing amid surging storms and 
threatening reefs, the fate of Portugal hung in the balance. But again 
the Mother of God came to the rescue, and the Christians of a grateful 
nation gave due honor and praise to her who had so singularly averted 
the awful scourge of war and revolution. 
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But Our Lady’s message confided to the three little shepherds 
in the cove of da Iria was not intended for Portugal alone. The pass- 
ing years have made this increasingly manifest. Not from the Portu- 
guese people alone did the Mother of God demand penance and 
amendment, but from all mankind. The sad conditions which pre- 
vailed in Portugal at the time of her apparitions are all too widespread 
in the world today. Large portions of the world’s population have 
abandoned belief in God and rejected Christian standards of living. 
Neglect of family duties, frustration of the Creator’s designs in mar- 
riage, divorce, the mania for pleasure, abuse of riches, immorality, 
desecration of Sunday, and many other flagrant violations of God’s 
laws, are the sins of our times which have cried to heaven for vengeance, 
more loudly than the blood of Abel or the sins of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. It is especially the sins of impurity, as Our Lady revealed at 
Fatima, that have aroused the just anger of God and have constrained 
Him to scourge the world. To appease the Divine Justice, works of 
penance and reparation must be offered. 

Our Lady’s message to Fatima, and to the world, is one of peace 
and love, contingent, however, on a twofold condition: penance, and 
amendment of life. Bearing in her hands a rosary, here as at Lourdes 
and La Salette, Mary urged the frequent recitation of this most powerful 
prayer, through which the Church and individual souls have gained so 
many victories over their enemies. To cite just one instance, in the 
16th century, when the Turks threatened to conquer Europe, the 
Christian forces, under Don Juan of Austria, won a signal victory 
through the help of the Rosary in the battle of Lepanto. 

Behind the high altar, in the cathedral church of Gaeta, still 
hangs the banner blessed by Pope St. Pius V, and presented by him 
to Don Juan when he was about to sail for Lepanto at the head of 
the combined forces of Rome, Spain, Venice, Genoa, and Malta. This 
was the last crusade to be organized by Papal Rome against the Turk, 
the common enemy of Christendom — all-powerful then on land and 
sea, but whose might was broken on October 7, 1571. The glorious 
service rendered to Europe and to civilization by the united fleets in 
that memorable year is now well-nigh forgotten. But the battle of 
the Cross against the Crescent was a battle fought not alone by temporal 
rulers and military prowess. While Don Juan was marshalling his 
forces at Messina, the holy Pope and his faithful flock were waging 
a fiercer warfare with the spiritual weapons of prayer and penance, 
and particularly with the Rosary. And lo! through the powerful aid 
of Mary, Help of Christians, the Christian hosts were victorious and 
Europe was saved. 
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In the storms and persecutions which now afflict the Church and 
the world, when the powers of darkness again war against the kingdom 
of Christ, let us, too, take up the powerful weapon of the Rosary 
which Mary holds out to us, and which our Holy Father so urgently 
recommends to us especially during this month of May. Forgetting 
for the time our own personal needs, or at least giving them a second- 
ary place, let us join in the cry for help ascending to the Mother 
of Mercy and Queen of Peace throughout all Christendom. By the 
recent consecration of the world to Mary, the Holy Father has given 
public and official recognition of Mary’s queenly power over the world 
and of her maternal love and powerful intercession. Every nation 
and people must appeal to her as to their helper and protector. All 
hearts must turn to Mary as to one most sympathetic with their needs, 
as to one whose influence with her Divine Son is such that He cannot 
refuse to grant whatever she asks. Only then will a just and lasting 
peace be accorded to the world. That the world may be converted to 
the Heart of Christ, we must supplicate the heart of Mary. 

Fatima has now become a world-famous shrine of Our Lady, 
truly worthy of the title “The Lourdes of Portugal” which is popularly 
applied to it. In addition to a large church, a magnificent basilica has 
been built near the scene of Our Lady’s apparitions, and a miraculous 
fountain of water has brought health and healing to untold numbers. 
Until the beginning of the present war, the number of pilgrims annu- 
ally visiting the shrine on the 13th day of the months from May to 
October (which are the dates of Mary’s apparitions) increased each 
year, until in May, 1939, it reached nearly half a million. On that 
day, Holy Communion was distributed to more than 70,000 people. 
Only Our Lady, the dispensatrix of God’s boundless mercies, knows 
the number of the favors, spiritual and material, which have been 
granted at this shrine. 

Twenty-six years have now elapsed since the first of the appari- 
tions of Our Lady at Fatima. On the day of her first apparition — 
May 13, 1917 — our present Holy Father, Pope Pius XII, was conse- 
crated a bishop of the Holy Catholic Church. Thus the commemora- 
tions at Fatima held a particular interest for him, coinciding as they 
did with his own silver jubilee. As a gesture of his approval of 
devotion to Mary under the title of Our Lady of Fatima, and of his 
unfailing trust in her promises, the Holy Father consecrated the world 
to the Immaculate Heart of Mary at the conclusion of the jubilee 
observances. His prayer of consecration is a suppliant appeal, wrung 
from the anguished heart of the Father of Christendom to her who 
has ever been the refuge of mankind in the hour of distress. 
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Like the cry of the crusaders of old, “God wills it!” which passed 
from lip to lip, this prayer (which is given below) ought to be 
re-echoed throughout the length and breadth of Christendom. Ac- 
companied by avoidance of sin and a virtuous Catholic life, together 
with the frequent reception of the sacraments, assistance at Holy Mass 
and the daily recitation of the Rosary, it will certainly not fall unheeded 
upon the ears of our merciful Mother, Queen and Advocate, whose 
eagerness to assist us will quickly be demonstrated if we but remove 
the obstacles to the bestowal of Divine mercy. O Blessed Mother and 
spotless Virgin, glorious Queen of the world, intercede for us with 


God!

UEEN of the Most Holy Rosary, Refuge of the human race, 

Victress in all God’s battles, we humbly prostrate our- 

selves before thy throne, confident that we shall receive 

mercy, grace and bountiful assistance and protection in 
the present calamity, not through our own inadequate merits, but solely 
through the great goodness of thy Maternal Heart. 

To thee, to thy Immaculate Heart, in this, humanity’s tragic hour, 
we consign and consecrate ourselves in union not only with the Mysticai 
Body of thy Son, Holy Mother Church, now in such suffering and agony 
in so many places and sorely tried in so many ways, but also with the 
entire world, torn by fierce strife, consumed in a fire of hate, victim 
of its own wickedness. 

May the sight of the widespread material and moral destruction, 
of the sorrows and anguish of countless fathers and mothers, husbands 
and wives, brothers and sisters, and innocent children, of the great 
number of lives cut off in the flower of youth, of the bodies mangled 
in horrible slaughter, and of the tortured and agonized souls in danger 
of being lost eternally, move thee to compassion! 

O Mother of Mercy, obtain peace for us from God, and abé@ve all 
procure for us those graces which prepare, establish and assure the 
peace! 

Queen of Peace, pray for us and give to the world now at war 
the peace for which all peoples are longing, peace in the truth, justice 
and charity of Christ. Give peace to the warring nations and to the 
sculs of men, that in the tranquillity of order the Kingdom of God 
may prevail. 

Extend thy protection to the infidels and to ali those still in the 
shadow of death; give them peace and grant that on them, too, may 
shine the sun of truth, that they may unite with us in proclaiming 
before the one and only Savior of the world, “Glory to God in the 
highest and peace to men of good will.” 
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Give peace to the peoples separated by error or by discord, and 
especially to those who profess such singular devotion to thee and in 
whose homes an honored place was ever accorded thy venerated icon 
(today perhaps often kept hidden to await better days): bring them 
back to the one fold of Christ under the one true Shepherd. 

Obtain peace and complete freedom for the Holy Church of God; 
stay the spreading flood of modern paganism; enkindle in the faithful 
the love of purity, the practice of the Christian life, and an apostolic 
zeal, so that the servants of God may increase in merit and in number. 

Lastly, as the Church and the entire human race were consecrated 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, so that in reposing all hope in Him, He 
might become for them the sign and pledge of victory and salvation: 
so we in like manner consecrate ourselves forever also to thee and to 
thy Immaculate Heart, our Mother and Queen, that thy love and pat- 
ronage may hasten the triumph of the Kingdom of God and that all 
nations, at peace with one another and with God, may proclaim thee 
blessed and with thee may raise their voices to resound from pole to 
pole in the chant of the everlasting Magnificat of glory, love and 
gratitude to the Heart of Jesus, where alone they can find truth and 
peace.

O one doubts that it is the wish and desire of our Heavenly 
Father that the Christian people should live and serve Him 
untroubled by violence and calamity. If He allows war, 
plague, famine and earthquake to afflict them, it is because 
such visitations are rendered necessary by the sins of men. 
He gives us plainly to understand that it is He who sends 

them; that they are His messengers, His heralds and His prophets. 

“T will visit them with four kinds, saith the Lord; the sword to kill, 

and the dogs to tear, and the fowls of the air and the beasts of the 

earth to devour and to destroy.... Thou hast forsaken Me, saith the 

Lord... I am weary of entreating thee. If thou wilt be converted, 

I will convert thee.... for I am with thee to save thee and to deliver 

thee, saith the Lord.” This is the summary of the fifteenth chapter 

of the prophecy of Jeremias; words written in the Scripture once for — 
all, to be a teaching and a warning in all the ages of the world. 

But whilst God permits and sends afflictions, He knows that periods 
of calamity and trouble are not times that are favorable to His holy 
service. They are intended to correct great evils and to teach tlie 
world great lessons; but as long as they last, they, on the whole, 
and with most men, interrupt, interfere with and spoil both the internal 
and the external activity of love, prayer and work which ought to 
be the unceasing life of the Christian soul. Fear, suffering, uncer- 
tainty, apprehension, hunger and wandering, sanctify the saints and 
turn men and nations to their Creator and their Last End; but they 
are more or less fatal to religious practice, whether individual or 
general; they hinder sacramental life; they silence and paralyze the 
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word of God, and too often they desolate the altar and devastate the 
church. Therefore our Heavenly Father wishes that they should cease. 

But He wishes that they should cease by the repentance and the 
prayers of His people. It were easy for Him, in the exercise of His 
omnipotence, to crush the pride of kings, to change the hearts of 
statesmen, and to say to all the storms that man or nature raises, 
“Peace! Be still!” But what would be the benefit of this if men 
did not draw nearer to Himself? Therefore, by the example of His 
saints in all ages He has taught us, in time of affliction, to repent 
and to pray.... 

Let us remember the prayer that King Solomon was inspired to 
make at the dedication of the Temple. On that solemn occasion, he 
ascended a raised platform of brass before the altar in the midst of 
the people, and kneeling down in the presence of the multitude, he 
lifted his hands to heaven. And the burden of his prayer was this: 
that if God should visit His people in anger and they would turn 
to Him and pray under the roof of that Temple, He would have 
mercy and spare; that if the people of Israel should be overcome by 
their enemies, if the heavens should be shut and there should be no 
rain, if a famine should arise in the land, or a pestilence or blasting, 
or mildew, or locusts, or if the enemy should waste the country and 
devastate its cities, or in whatever kind of affliction from men or 
from nature, the people should come and pray in the House of God, 
the king in his act of dedication prayed that God would hear them 
from His throne in heaven and have mercy. He prayed — but it was 
more than a prayer. It was a prophecy! For no sooner had his 
voice ceased than fire fell from heaven and consumed the holocausts 
and the victims, and the majesty of God filled the Temple with an 
astounding blaze of glory —a type and an augury of the Presence 
that was to fill the temples of the Christian world when the hour 
should come. 

It is certain, then, that the prayers of Christians possess a pro- 
pitiating and intercessory efficacy, and that Almighty God wishes to 
show us His power and mercy as an answer to prayer. 

Prayer, as you need not be reminded, has many offices, and its 
fruit is manifold and various. By prayer we adore and love God; by 
prayer we obtain the graces necessary for our salvation; we receive 
strength against temptation, and we make atonement for our sins. By 
prayer, also, we are delivered from temporal evils and sorrows, in 
so far as our Heavenly Father sees it to be good for us. But prayer 
has a much wider field than this. There is the prayer of the whole 
united Christian body; a prayer springing from Christian conscious- 
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ness, directed to public and visible worship, and using its efforts for 
the common good of that community of which the Head and Leader 
is no other than Jesus Christ. Such prayer may be the official prayer 
of the Church herself; or it may be prayer made in union with the 
Church by individual Christian men and women; or again, it may 
be the private prayer of Christian hearts who love their fellowmen and 
realize the communion of Christian people. 

Such prayer obtains graces and help and prosperity for the whole 
Christian body, and thus, under the inspiration of Christ, the Head, 
it promotes the well-being of that great heavenly Kingdom on earth 
which Christ has purchased with His Precious Blood, and whose des- 
tinies He has willed to be dependent in great neasure upon united 
and continuous prayer. 

‘Nothing can be more vital to the world’s welfare than the peace 
and well-being of organized religion. On that depends the religion 
of every individual, the eternal salvation of the multitudes, the practice 
of the Christian ideal, the education of the young, and the happy deaths 
of those for whom Christ died. If, therefore, the Church — for that 
is what we mean by the Christian community — is disturbed by heresy, 
by war, by pestilence, or by persecution, it is a calamity which has 
the most far-reaching consequences. It is far more serious than any 
individual suffering or trouble. 

It follows from this that we can pray against all public calamities 
practically without conditions, and with a certainty of being heard. 
Private afflictions may be good for us, spiritually, and therefore we 
should never pray to be delivered from them except with careful 
submission to the will of God who loves us. But public scourges we 
know that God desires should cease, as soon as men’s hearts are 
effectively turned to Him, because public scourges of any kind whatso- 
ever, especially war, interfere with His Kingdom. Therefore, provided 
we are in the right disposition, we may absolutely and without condition 
pray for their cessation. And as we have God’s promise, we may 
securely expect that our prayer will be granted... 

But the people of Christ’s Kingdom would be very far from 
recognizing either their duty, their privilege or their power unless they 
fully understood that they had in their midst a means of intercession 
provided for all generations by the loving solicitude of their Savior. 
This is nothing less than the august Sacrifice of the Mass. That 
tremendous Sacrifice is the central act of Christian worship and prayer, 
by which man pays to his Creator a homage and a service which is 
so efficacious and meritorious, because He who takes the leading part 
in it is Jesus Christ Himself. It is the most stupendous act of adoration 
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and thanksgiving. But it is more than this. It is also a Sacrifice of 
propitiation and impetration. In other words, just as the Sacrifice 
of the Cross made satisfaction to Divine Justice for all ‘the sins of 
the world, and merited for men all help and protection unto life 
everlasting, so the Mass applies this satisfaction and impetration daily 
and hourly to the end of time... 

Let us observe that this effect of propitiation is not the same thing 
as the effect of impetration. As we shall see just now, impetration 
means obtaining a thing by prayer, and the Mass is the greatest and 
best of prayers. But propitiation is something different, something 
that belongs to the Mass because it is the Mass, and can never be 
separated from it. It means that the Mass placates Almighty God, as 
the phrase is, and causes His just anger to cease. We must not suppose 
that in the most pure bosom of the Godhead there is any passion of 
anger, such as it is experienced by mortal men. But, however we 
express it, it is certain that God punishes us as if He were justly angry; 
and when He is said to be propitiated or placated, the effects of what 
we call His anger are suspended and He punishes no longer. It is 
of faith that this propitiation of our God and Creator, which was per- 
fectly accomplished by the Cross, is applied to the course of Christian 
life by the Mass. The importance of this tenet of faith arises from 
this consideration — that no graces, blessings or deliverance from 
evil can be obtained by men, however ardently they pray for them, 
unless the just and holy anger of God is first made to cease... 

It may be said, without extravagance or exaggeration, that it is 
dificult to understand how the world could be allowed to continue 
to exist without the daily propitiation which is offered by the Mass. 
Consider the sinfulness of men in every age, in the past and in the 
present; consider how human life, even in Christian countries, is little 
else than sin; consider the forgetfulness of God, the indifference to 
His obedience, the pride, the selfishness, the violence, the injustice and 
the impurity that prevail everywhere on the face of the earth. Could 
things have been worse when the waters of the deluge were sent to 
destroy the greater part of the race? Would it be any easier to find 
just men in our own day than it was to find them in Sodom and 
Gomorrah? Did the children of Israel deserve more justly the wars 
and plagues that darken the pages of the Chronicles and the Prophets 
than the civilized peoples who boast of the Gospel light? God still 
visits men in His wrath, but it is certain that His visitations are less 
terrible, less disastrous and less absolute than they were before Christ 
came. Where can we find the reason for this except in the propitia- 
‘tion of Calvary, renewed and applied daily in the innumerable Masses 
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that are our happy privilege as children of the Catholic Church? The 
Mass is offered for our well-being and that of the whole world. 
The Mass is the rainbow — the true rainbow symbolized by that which 
gladdened the eyes of those who came down out of the Ark. 

There is nothing that should so fill our hearts with certainty in the 
mercy of God — with hope and trust that He will deliver us, and 
deliver the world from the present awful war, as the grace of hearing 
Mass. Every one who assists at Mass and devoutly unites in the great 
action, does his part in lifting from the world the chastisement which 
the world has deserved. 

As has been said, the Mass is also a prayer. When the Divine 
anger has been appeased, prayer can approach the Throne, for the 
gates of justice are unbarred and there is nothing in the way. But 
the prayer, or impetration, of the Mass is not ordinary prayer. In 
the Mass it is Christ, our Head, who prays, and we, His brethren, do no 
more than join our stammering accents with His mighty cry. As St. 
Alphonsus says, “God more readily hears our prayers during Mass than 
at any other time... The celebration of Mass is the hour at which 
Our Lord sits upon that throne of grace, to which, according to the 
counsel of the Apostle, we should draw near to find mercy and help 
in all our necessities.” 





Our Holy Father, Pope Pius XII, has repeatedly urged Catholics 
to assist frequently and fervently at the Holy Sacrifice because it is 
‘our best means of suffrage and of grace, and hence the surest way of 
obtaining God’s mercy and assistance. Some of our prelates have 
recommended that all the faithful of their dioceses attend at least one 
Holy Mass during the week, as substitutes for those Catholics all over 
the world who under present conditions cannot attend Holy Mass even 
on Sundays. Some faithful Catholics have made it a point to assist 
at two Holy Masses on Sundays and holy days to make up for this 
omission, besides assisting at Holy Mass frequently during the week. 

Many of our servicemen in foreign lands can go to Mass only 
at rare intervals, and even in our own country many are unable to 
do so even on Sundays because they cannot be excused from, their 
posts at the proper time or facilities are lacking. True, every effort 
is being made to make it possible for the men in service to assist at 
Mass, and since our Holy Father has granted the very special con- 
cession of having Masses offered in the evening, they can, in most 
instances, assist at Holy Mass at least on Sundays. But even if they 
do find it possible to fulfil their obligations, that should not prevent 
us from assisting at as many Holy Masses as possible in order to 
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implore grace and courage for them in the great sacrifices and hard- 
ships which they are bringing in our behalf, and to appease Divine 
Justice so that peace and order may soon be restored to the world. 

Furthermore, by frequently assisting at Holy Mass, we can bring 
grace and consolation to our Catholic brethren in war-torn countries 
who are prevented from doing so. The Catholic prelates and faithful 
in some of the European countries are undergoing a very martyrdom 
for the Faith, and we, as members of the Mystical Body of Christ, are 
in conscience bound to aid them by prayer, and above all by assistance 
at Holy Mass, which is the most powerful means of obtaining grace. 

When we read of the sacrifices made by some of our servicemen 
in order to hear Mass — for instance, a chaplain in the jungles of a 
South Sea island reported that some of the men walked from six to 
ten miles over difficult mountain trails — surely we ought to be willing 
to make an effort to assist at Holy Mass as often as possible, even 
at the cost of personal inconvenience. The Mass is the most powerful 
means at our disposal to help them, and we all want to do all we 
can on the “Prayer Front” of the war, to aid those who are so valiantly 
serving on the battle fronts, to win the victory and preserve the rights 
and freedoms which, under God, have been our heritage. 

Finally, as we have just read in Bishop Hedley’s beautiful pastoral 
letter, there is great need of offering reparation during war time, and 
this, too, can be done most effectively through the holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass. During war time, sins are oftentimes committed more freely. 
even than during times of peace, outraging the infinite sanctity of God 
and provoking fresh outbursts of Divine Justice against the unhappy 
world. To cite just one example, it was recently reported that in the 
Oswiecim concentration camp in Poland, in which three hundred priests 
are confined, the Nazi prison guards regularly hold blasphemous 
parodies of the Mass. In this camp alone, an average of twenty priests 
die every month from ill treatment and starvation. For our own sins, 
therefore, and for those of all nations, past and present, it behooves 
us to offer reparation to the outraged Majesty of God and to placate 
His Divine Justice, which must otherwise continue to purify the world 
in the crucible of suffering. 

Confiding all our intentions to the Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
let us, then, during her month inaugurate a crusade of supplication 
and satisfaction, by assisting frequently, and if at all possible, daily, 
at Holy Mass in her honor, and receiving Holy Communion also daily 
or as often as we can do so. Thus we shall most effectively do our 
part in hastening the end of this world-chaos, and securing a peace 
founded on justice and charity.

admonished that the people pray for the souls in pur- 
gatory, especially for those who are most forsaken. If 
we have contributed to the release of the poor souls, 
we may hope that after our death our own purgatory 
will be shortened. The Queen of the Rosary will hasten 
to release us from its purging flames in reward for our 
charity towards the poor souls, her suffering children. 

In the monastery in which St. Gertrude lived, there died a young 
girl who, during her lifetime, had been most devoted to the Blessed 
Virgin.

St. Francis de Sales was accustomed to say that the single work 
of mercy, of praying for the dead, comprises the thirteen others. “Is 
it not,” he said, “in some manner, to visit the sick, to obtain by our 
prayers the relief of the poor souls in purgatory? Is it not to give 
drink to those who thirst after the vision of God, and who are enveloped 
in burning flames, to share with them the dew of our prayers? Is 
it not to feed the hungry, to aid in their deliverance by the means 
which faith suggests? Is it not truly to ransom prisoners? Is it not 
to clothe the naked, to procure for them a garment of light, a raiment 
of glory? Is it not an admirable degree of hospitality, to procure 
their admission into the heavenly Jerusalem and to make them fellow 
citizens with the saints and domestics of God? Is it not a greater - 
service to place souls in heaven than to bury bodies in the earth? 

“As to the spiritual works, is it not a work whose merit may be 
compared to that of counseling the weak, correcting the wayward, in- 
structing the ignorant, forgiving offences, enduring injuries? And 
what consolation, however great, that can be given to the afflicted of 
this world is comparable to that which is brought by our prayers, alms 
and sacrifices to those poor souls who have such bitter need of them?” 

During Mary’s month, could we not honor her most fittingly by 
offering to God her merits as a prayer for mercy for her suffering 
children? There is a short prayer in honor of her sorrows which we 
could quickly learn and recite many times a day. The prayer is as 
follows: In order to appease Thy Divine Justice, we offer Thee, O Lord, 
the merits of Mary, Thy Mother and ours, when she stood at the foot 
of the Cross. If Thou, O Lord, wilt mark iniquities, Lord, who shall 
endure it? 

If we adopt this easy practice and are faithful to it, we may be 
assured that one day Mary will come to release us from our purgatory, 
and, like those whom we have helped by our prayers to enter sooner 
into the joys of heaven, we shall behold the ravishing beauty of heaven’s 
Queen. In the words of Father Faber: “It is no dream! The hour is 
to come when we shall see her.

LS gm the Pope, as the chief shepherd of Christ’s kingdom on 
earth, holds the supreme governing power of the Church, he 
must necessarily be assisted by a large body of counselors and 
organized bodies in the administration of the affairs of the Church, both 
spiritual and temporal. Although, strictly speaking, this is not a mat- 
ter embraced by the 9th Article of the Apostles’ Creed, it will be 
useful as well as interesting to consider the subject briefly. 

Chief among the counselors and assistants of the Pope are the 
members of the Sacred College of Cardinals, the Princes of the Church, 
whose number, since the time of Pope Sixtus V, has been fixed at 
seventy, as a maximum. The Cardinals are appointed by the Pope. 
The Collegé of Cardinals is sometimes called the “‘senate”’ of the Church 
because of the high position it holds in the Church’s government. The 
Cardinal Secretary of State is next to the Pope in dignity. He is the 
Pope’s intimate confidant and adviser, his “Prime Minister,’’ and the 
director of the diplomatic affairs of the Holy See. He alone of all 
the Cardinals resides in the Vatican. Each Pope chooses his own Secre- 
tary of State; hence the office becomes vacant at the death of each 
Sovereign Pontiff. 


The Roman Curia 


The system by which the Church is governed is necessarily very 
elaborate and extensive, consisting of various departments or ministries, 
which, collectively, are called the Roman Curia. The Curia is divided 
into three branches, namely: The Roman Congregations, the Tribunals, 
and the Offices of the Curia. In addition there are numerous Papal 
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commissions charged with the conduct of special affairs. (Some of 
these are a part of the Curia.) All of these bureaus are established 
in Rome, or, more properly speaking, in Vatican City, the center of the 
Church’s activities. 


The CONGREGATIONS, which form the administrative branch of 
the Church’s government, are the highest and most extensive of the 
departments, They are at present eleven in number, as follows:— 


1. The Congregation of the Holy Office, which is the guardian of 
Catholic doctrine in faith and morals, and therefore holds 
the highest. rank, x 

2. The Congregation of the Consistory, which prepares the work 
of the consistories (sessions) of Cardinals, supervises the 
erection of new provinces and dioceses, proposes new bishops 
and their auxiliaries, and investigates the government of 
dioceses not under the authority of other congregations. 

3. The Congregation of the Sacraments, which watches over the 
discipline relative to the administration of the sacraments. 

4. The Congregation of the Council, which provides for the dis- 
cipline of all the secular clergy and the faithful. 

5. The Congregation of Religious, in charge of the discipline of 
members of religious orders. 

6. The Congregation for the Propagation of the Faith, which deals 
with matters relative to Catholic missions throughout the 
world. 

7. The Congregation of Sacred Rites, which deals with the liturgy 
of the Latin Church and with causes of beatification and 
canonization. 

8. The Congregation of Ceremonies, which regulates the cere- 
monies of the Pontifical chapel and court and those pertaining 
to functiens in which Cardinals participate. 

9. The Congregation of Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, which 
deals with important problems concerning diplomatic rela- 
tions between the Vatican and the various governments of the 
world, 

10. The Congregation of Seminaries and Universities, which regu- 
lates the government, discipline and administration of semi- 
naries and those universities that are dependent upon the 
authority of the Church. 

11. The Congregation of the Oriental Church, which handles all 
matters relative to the persons, rites and discipline of. the 
Eastern Churches. a 


The TRIBUNALS, which form the judicial branch of the Church’s 
government, are three in number:— 

1. The Sacred Penitentiary, which deals with matters of con- 
science, known only to the persons concerned,.and also regu- 
lates the granting of indulgences. . 

2. The Sacred Roman Rota (so called from the revolving table 
at which: its members formerly sat), which deals -with all 

' contentious matters which call for judicial. action, One of 
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the duties of this tribunal is the examination of matrimonial 
cases, to establish their validity or nullity. 
3. The Apostolic Signatura, the supreme court of the Church. 


The OFFICES OF THE CURIA are five in number, namely: — 


1. The Apostolic Chancery, charged with the preparation and send- 
ing of apostolic letters or bulls on important affairs of the 
Church, such as the erection of new dioceses, the canonization 
of saints, etc. 

2. The Dataria, which has jurisdiction in the granting of special 
concessions or benefits. 

3. The Apostolic Camera (or Chamber), which administers the 
property and financial affairs of the Holy See, especially dur- 
ing the time of vacancy of the Papal throne. The Cardinal 
Camerlengo, the head of this Office, assumes the regency of 
the Holy See in the interim between the death of a Pope and 
the election of his successor. 

4. The Secretariate of State, the most important of the Offices, 
which transacts the tremendous work of papal diplomacy 
through three Bureaus: The Section of Extraordinary Ecclesi- 
astical Affairs, the Substitute Secretary of Cypher (so called 
because its secret correspondence with foreign governments 
is often caried on in cypher, or code), and the Chancery of 
Briefs. 

5. The Secretariate of Briefs to Princes, and Latin Letters, which 
writes letters or briefs to princes, bishops and persons of 
consequence in the name of the Sovereign Pontiff. (On rare 
occasions the Pope writes such letters with his own hand, 
which is considered a great honor to the recipient.) This 
bureau also prepares all encyclical letters, which deal with 
matters of universal importance. 


Each of the Congregations has a Cardinal at its head, as have also 
most of the Offices and Courts. Each Congregation also counts several 
Cardinals among its members. The Cardinals who thus take an active 
part in the administration of the Church are called the Cardinals of the 
Curia and must reside in Rome. They may not leave Rome without 
the permission of the Sovereign Pontiff. The Cardinals who’ do not 
reside in Rome, but occupy sees in various parts of the world, have 
titulary churches in Rome.’ “They do not take an active part in the 
administration of the affairs of the Church, but govern their respective 
sees as bishops, with special privileges. All, however, take part in the 
election of a Pope when the Chair of Peter becomes vacant, which is 
one of their highest prerogatives. 

In addition to these numerous departments of the Roman Curia 
and the various Papal commissions centered in Rome, there is a net- 
work of Papal envoys extending from Rome throughout the Catholic 
world. In countries which have no diplomatic relations with the Holy 
See, these papal representatives are called Apostolic Delegates, and 
have a purely ecclesiastical character, it being their duty to watch 
over the status of the Church in their territory and to keep the Pope 
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informed on the subject. When established relations exist between 
the Holy See and a civil government, the papal representative is called 
a Nuncio or Internuncio, and has, in addition to his ecclesiastical mis- 
sion, a diplomatic character; that is, he also has jurisdiction in political 
affairs. 

We have already spoken of the jurisdiction of the bishops over 
territorial divisions called dioceses, in communion with and under the 
Sovereign Pontiff, and of priests, subject to their respective bishops, 
having charge of parishes. 

This, very briefly, describes the system by which the Church is 
governed.* It will help to form an idea of the tremendous volume 
of business to be transacted, and of the efficient and extensive organ- 
ization required to do it competently. In all, the one supreme object 
is the accomplishment of the will of Christ — the salvation of souls. 
All the duties and activities of the Sovereign Pontiff and the great body 
of his collaborators are subordinated to this sovereign mission. Far 
from exercising or wishing to exercise an arbitrary rule, the Pope and 
the members of the hierarchy seek only to serve the interests of man- 
kind. The Pope styles himself “‘the Servant of the Servants of Christ,” 
and such he is in very truth, for he carries out that admonition of 
Christ, ““‘Whoever wishes to be first among you shall be the slave of 
all; for the Son of Man also has not come to be served but to serve, 
and to give His life as a ransom for many” (Mark x. 44, 45). 

It stands to reason that the Church cannot carry out her gigantic 
task without temporal and material means. She has the right, there- 
fore, to demand of her members the material means necessary for the 
maintenance of her ministers and for the pursuit of her proper ends. 
The fifth commandment of the Church — to contribute to the support 
of the Church and her pastors —is just as binding upon the conscience 
of the faithful as any of the ten commandments of God, and it is a 
grave and sacred duty for every Catholic to contribute according to 
his means, 


The Commandments and Laws of the Church 


The Church has imposed six general precepts or commandments 
which all her members are bound to obey under pain of grievous sin. 
These are, briefly: — 

1. To assist at Holy Mass on Sundays and holy days of obligation, 

and refrain from unnecessary servile work. 
. To fast and abstain on the days appointed. 
. To receive the sacrament of penance at least once a year. 
. To receive Holy Communion during the Easter time. 
. To contribute to the support of the Church and her pastors. 
. Not to marry contrary to the laws laid down by the Church.

Every practical Catholic will keep the commandments of the 
Church with the same loving submission as if they were the command- 
ments of Christ Himself. For they are in reality the commandments —

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of Christ, since He said to the Church, ‘“‘He who hears you, hears Me’”’ 
(Luke x. 16). 

Besides these commandments or precepts, the Church has drawn 
up a great body of disciplinary laws, which are known as “canons,” 
from the Latin word “canonicus,”’ signifying a rule or practical direc- 
tion. In time these laws became sO numerous and diversified that it 
was found necessary to collect and classify or codify them. In 1903, 
Pope Pius X ordered this to be done. After thirteen years of most 
painstaking labor on the part of a large number of learned scholars 
and experts in canon law, the work was completed and published as 
the New Code of Canon Law. This was solemnly promulgated by 
Pope Benedict XV on Pentecost Sunday, 1917, and came into force in 
May of the following year. Soon afterward, a special Papal Commission 
was established to take care of all future legislation of the Church, 
since new decisions, amendments, declarations etc. are constantly re- 
quired to meet the ever changing activities of the Church as civilization 
progresses. To be continued. 





ATHER Mateo, the zealous Apostle of the Sacred Heart, 
relates the following anecdote which was told to him 
personally by the bishop it concerns:— Late one 
night, a boy who served the bishop, on awaking, noticed 
a light in the church. He quickly got up from his mat, 
thinking that thieves must have broken into the sanc- 
tuary. At once he roused the three other boys who 

shared his apartment, and all agreed that without doubt bandits had 

invaded the church and were committing a sacrilege. What was to 
be done? It would take too long to fetch the police, so they decided 
to attack the marauders themselves. 

Armed with whatever instruments they could speedily lay hold 
of, and trembling with fright, they went to the church, shook the 
door vehemently, and shouted out invectives calculated to strike terror 
into the hearts of the intruders. They intimated, however, that if the 
burglars would come forth and own up to their evil doings, they would 
be allowed to escape with their lives. After some moments of suspense, 
they heard a familiar voice from within saying: ‘Please go back to 
bed and leave your bishop in peace.’’ His Lordship, fulfilling the 
promise he had made during his retreat, was making his night watch 
before the Tabernacle. 

When the bishop related the incident to Father Mateo, the latter 
said, with a smile, ‘‘My Lord, if we had many thieves like you in our 
dioceses and parishes, conversions would soon be as numerous as in 
St. Francis Xavier’s time. To encourage fervor, I shall tell the story 
of the burglars wherever I go in your vicariate.” 
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A Legion of “Thieves” 

Fortunately, there are, in reality, legions of “good thieves,’”’ who, 
like the saintly bishop of our story, invade the Heart of Christ during 
the silent hours of the night and bear away rich treasures from that 
inexhaustible Treasury of grace. Wherever Father Mateo has preached 
the Reign of the Sacred Heart, or the Work of his apostolate has been 
made known through secretariates, there a host of generous souls has 
responded to his appeal to join the League of Night Adoration in the 
Home. This League seems to be the answer to ep need among 
devout souls, for only a comparatively sma eben f the laity would 
find it possible to offer a Holy Hour at aes in a ses or chapel, 
whereas in the sanctuary of the home it is scenes young and old, 
strong and feeble, sick and well, with few exceptions.

Here we find abundantly ful- 
filled those magnificent promises Jesus made to St. Margaret Mary in 
behalf of those who would render their tribute of love, adoration, grati- 
tude and reparation to His Sacred Heart: I will give them all the graces 
necessary for their state of life. —I will establish peace in their fam- 
ilies. — I will bless every house in which an image of My Heart shall 
be exposed and honored. — I will console them in all their difficulties. 
— I will be their refuge during life and especially at the hour of death. 
— I will shed abundant blessings upon all their undertakings. — Sin- 
ners shall find in My Heart a fountain and boundless ocean of mercy.— 
Tepid souls shall become fervent. — Fervent souls shall rise speedily 
to great perfection... 

So appealing is the devotion of Night Adoration in the Home that 
even many non-Catholics, on hearing of it, have begged permission to 
join the League.

How to Become a Member 


Those who wish to become members of the League of Night 
Adoration must pledge to keep one hour of adoration a month at home, 
before a picture or statue of the Sacred Heart, between the hours of 10

Center of the work of Enthronement. Our three Convents, at Clyde, 
Mundelein and Tucson, have been designated as such, in addition to 
others throughout the country. It is best to leave the fixing of the 
date and the hour to the Center, unless your circumstances are such 
that you must keep to certain hours, in which case you may designate 
your choice. 

No particular prayers are assigned for the hour of Adoration. The 
Rosary may be prayed; also the prayers of the Mass, or Litanies, or 
any other prayers you choose, but they should be in the spirit of 
reparation. Booklets with suitable prayers may be obtained from our 
convent at 10¢ each; also a booklet by Father Mateo at 15¢.

This movement is an invitation to all the children of Mary, the 
Mother of Mankind,—and all Catholics should be such —to con- 
secrate every Saturday spiritually and lovingly to Mary, their Mother, 
and once a year, on the Saturday before Mother’s Day, to unite through 
public celebrations and nation-wide demonstrations in proclaiming to 
the world the filial love and reverent devotion that fills the heart of 
every true Catholic for the Immaculate Mother of God.

urged to take refuge to the Mother of God, it is at the 
time of his first confession and first Holy Communion. 
One should not think too lightly of the sins of children. 
There are many precocious children, especially at the 
present day, and parents cannot be too watchful in the 
matter of preparing them well for their first confession 
and Communion. Not unfrequently it has happened that children 
received their First Communion sacrilegiously because they did not 
make a good confession. 

If a child has been tempted and has committed the sin of impurity 
in secret, there is danger that through shame he will keep it a secret. 
So also with other sins. Therefore, mothers especially should admonish 
their children to make a good confession and to keep nothing hidden. 
It would be well for the mother to assist the child in making the 
examination of conscience and to make a novena with him to the 
Blessed Virgin to obtain the grace of making a good confession and 
receiving Holy Communion worthily. 

From their babyhood, children should be taught to take refuge 
to the Blessed Mother of God. They should be clothed with the 
garment of Mary — the Scapular of Mt. Carmel — to which there 
are unlimited graces attached. The devil once cried out through the 
mouth of a possessed person, “O garment, of how many souls you have 
robbed me!” The Miraculous Medal also draws down the special 
protection of Mary, and should be put on even the smallest children. 

It is a very commendable practice to consecrate children to the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, and to have them repeat the act of consecration 
often as soon as they are able to do so. This will be a powerful help 
to them in preserving the angelic virtue of purity, which in our days 
is so often endangered, even in the very young.
